In these warring days, when men 
of valour are fighting for freedom, 
the following clipping affords infor- 
mation on the subject used for New- 
foundland's Scott's #133-A72 stamp 
issue of 1923-24: 

In the picturesque surroundings 
of *Bowring Park," the immediate 
suburbs of St John's, capital city of 


Newfoundland, stands a memorial, de- 


signed and executed by Captain Basil 
Gotto, an English sculptor of some 
distinction. ‘Corporal Thomas Pitt- 
man, who won the Military Medal 
while serving in France and Belgium 
with the Royal Newfoundland Regi- 
ment, posed for the impressive bronze 
figure, which has been named “The 
Fighting Newfoundlander;” an infant- 
ryman, fully equipped from steel hel- 
met to bayonet, in the act of throw- 
ing a hand grenade. It is tYpical of 
the class of man who volunteered and 
went forward in those far-off days 
of 1914-1918, when the Ancient Col- 
ony had no trained soldiers, but Brig- 
ade boys formed the nucleus of a mil- 
itary unit which was to make history,

The main portion is a huge 
mass of granite. This is faced by the 
largest single bronze casting ever 
turned out and taxed the capacity of 
the foundry to create.

edge, Joy and Sorrow. Placed some 
distance apart at the sides of the 
main portion of the monument are 
two female figures in the act of send- 
ing and receiving a message over the 
telephone. That the sculptor achieved 
his object in the treatment of the 
subject is acknowledged by observers. 


So much for the tangible tribute 
paid at ‘Brantford. That the telephone 
was invented in Canada is a matter 
of record. Its inventor, philatelically 
as well as otherwise honoured, was 
born in Edinburgh, Scotland, March 
3, 1847, the second son of Alexander 
Melville Bell, an authority on phon- 
etics and defective speech, He, the 
younger Bell, was educated at the 
University of Edinburgh and Univer- 
sity of London, where he was ap- 
pointed a professor. In 1870 he re- 
ceived an appointment at a school 
for deaf mutes in Boston, U.S., and 
came to Canada with his father, who 
purchased property on Tutela 
Heights, Brantford, now known as 
the Bell Homestead. The younger 
Bell resided with his father there, go- 
ing to ‘Boston in March, 1871, and in 
1872 took up residence in that Amer- 
ican city with a view to becoming an 
American citizen. 


In 1872 he became professor of 
vocal physiology in Boston Univer- 
sity, there taking up experiments in 
the transmission of sound by electric 
energy, and other similar work, 
coupled with his work in tracing 
sound waves by means of the auto- 
phonograph. His summer vacations 
he spent in Brantford and in 1874 
invented the telephone there. In 1876 
his telephone was used in Brantford 
for the first time for a long distance 
message over a telegraph wire. This 
message passed between Brantford 
and Paris, some five or six miles dist- 
ant, over lines of the Dominion Tel- 
egraph Co. of ‘Canada. The trans- 
mitter was in Brantford and the re- 
ceiver in Paris to which place the in- 
ventor journeyed for the experiment. 
By means of another telegraph line 
he wired instructions to Brantford 
as the experiment proceeded regard- 
ing changing arrangements of coils 
until a combination was reached that 
resulted in loud and clear articulation 
being heard. 

The first public demonstration took 


place within a few days of this event. 
An interesting sidelight in connection 
therewith was the daring experiment 
to bridge a quarter mile gap from his 
father’s home to the telegraph line. 
He went into the city and bought up 
all the stove pipe wire which he 
tacked along the fence from his home 
to the telegraph line. The emergency 
line proved entirely satisfactory and 
made the demonstration a success. 
As late as 1906 this stove pipe wire 
could still be found along the fences. 

Other experiments are on record 
from the Brantford locale. There are 


"^ also the experiments at Boston. It 


was at the later place that the first 
conversation, speaking both ways, 
took place, whereas the earlier Brant- 
ford transmission was one way only. 

So common to use is the telephone 
today that one does not stop to think 
that there was a time when it was 
not. And despite its commonness but 
few have even a rudimentary knowl- 
edge of its working parts. One would 
need some grounding in the mechan- 
ics governing sound to understand 
the principles of the telephone. It was 
thus not a coincidence that the in- 
ventor of the telephone should be an 
authority on phonetics, one whose 
father before him was versed in the 
same line and a master of elocution. 
The younger Bell grew up in an en- 
vironment and atmosphere that re- 
flected itself in after years in the 
choice of a career which he followed 
throughout life with such signal suc- 
cess. 

Dr. Bell died in August, 1922, at 
his summer home, Baddeck Bay, N.S.

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CANADIAN TOPICS 
BY PHIL ATTS. 
“The column that defies classification” 
—Chronicles of Pollock. 





Maybe you saw that note in George 
von den Berg’s “Philatelic Notes” in 
“Stamps” a few weeks back, wherein 
mention is made of the stock of old 
Canadian stamp magazines for sale 
by Paul Bluss of New York. George 
said some Toronto ‘or Hamilton col- 
lector should get them. Well—some- 
one from Hamilton was the lucky 
guy. He got there first by a long 
distance call and followed this up by 
a personal visit to New York, For 
my part, I sent an “Air Mail - Spec- 
ial Delivery” letter, but these things 
are held up in the Foreign Exchange 
Control Board ‘Offices, so I missed 
out. I hear there were a great many 
also rans. 


A correspondent sends me a One 
Cent 1935 Jubilee “Princess  Eliza- 
beth" in blue. It certainly is a swell 
looking stamp and he asks if I have 
ever heard of such an error. Person- 
ally I haven't. Has anyone else? 

The same correspondent says he has 
seen the present One Cent war issue in 
an imperforate pair. From his description 
it would appear as coming from the pres- 
ent single strip “Booklet” stamps. He says 
one stamp was perforated on the right 
side only and no perforations whatever 
on the second stamp. Any comments? 

For my part in odd stuff, I recently ac- 
quired a Ten Cent “War Memorial" in- 
tended to be perforated “O.H.M.S.” but 
instead this one is perforated “M.S./O.H.”. 
Never heard of that one before. Who . as? 

Fred Jarrett’s charming story about 
“Hotel Covers’ reminds me of a couple 
of varieties of ‘‘Russell House” (Ottawa) 
covers which I have. Probabiy this was 
. the most famous hotel in Canada (long 
since demolished to make way for part of 
War Memorial Circle in centre of Capital). 
As a small boy I well remember standing 
outside the old “Russell” in the football 
season and seeing the famous “Hamilton 
Tigers” troop out to climib into the high 
horse-drawn ‘bus. I thought that barrel- 
chested Bob Ibester was the biggest man 
I had ever seen. 

The second number of “B.N.A Topics” 
(official organ of the British North Amer- 


ican Philatelic Society of New York) 
brings forth an anticle on Canadian book- 
let panes and ‘booklets. This is just a 
warning to Canadian bcoklet enthusiasts. 
Don’t be stampeded into confusion by 


this article. (Startled ‘by some of the 
unorthodox statements made, I ap- 
proached a well-known student of these 


issues, who assures me positively that the 
piece is incomplete, inaccurate, aid mis- 
leading from beginning to end. He con- 
tends that not one single issue is dis- 
cussed accurately, and &üvises me that 
under necessity he could undertake to 
point out a minimum of fifty errors in 
the study. “Double this number if errors 
of omission, as well as of statament, are 
included" says he. 

Incidently, the  grapevine says that 
“Popular Stamps" may soon start print- 
ing (subject to paper rationing, of course) 
serially, the complete study of Canadian 
booklets and panes whicn a specialist has 
been working on for more than two years. 
If so, collectors of these items should find 
some interesting new data. 

“O.K.” to you, F. Walter Pollock, if you 
insist (though I hate to do it) TH call 
your column “The Chectnut Tree”. That 
will match Ed. Richardson's column “The 
Hollow Tree”, Easy now Ed. I didn't mean 
it THAT way.

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The Canadian Inside Straight . . . by HARRY weiss 


A reader asks for some information 
about counterfeits of British North Amer- 
ica and the United States. From nctes in 
my files I find that we are rather fort- 
unate in this respect. Undoubtedly there 
are counterfeits besides the few that I 
have reference to. If New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia bother you remember this, 
twice have the 3d, 6d, and the 1/ been 
tampered with. The counterfeits of these 
two countries appear on a sort of creamy 
yellow white paper. The originals are on 
bluish paper. Both the genuine and the 
phonies are engraved. The phonies as far 
as art work are concerned are reaily not 
bad. The phonies are just a trifle larger, 
however, and if you take a milimeter 
scale and measure your stamps diagonally 
you will see the difference. The copies in 
my reference file show just at 33mm. for 
the fakes while the originals will run at 
3lmm. Nova Scotia “cents” issue are on 
the other hand very poor imitations. In 
the first place they are lithographed and 
only the rankest amateur is fooled by 
them at even a first glance. 

New Brunswick 5c green of 1860 as well 
as the Connell are a cinch to detect. The 
fakes are perforated 13, whereas they 
should be perforated 12, and are poor 
lithographs indeed. The one cent locomot- 
ive design, as well as the Victoria of 1863 
are crude attempts yet they bob up in col- 
lections. 

The two cent United States Washington 
issue of the early Nineties was made in 
the States but marketed from Canada. 
The makers offered them to mail order 
houses south of the border stating they 
received them in payment for merchand- 
ise and they could not be used in Canada 
and thus were a total loss to the sellers. 
The discounts on them were too high, 
making the United States firms suspicious 
and the makers were soon in the hands 
of the Dept. of Justice. Occasionally one 
of these shows up in an old collection, 
but they are so crude that I know of no 
one that was fooled by them. In fact they 
were not even made as collector items but 
as an out and out racket for discounts. 

Very clever, however, is the two cent 
Washington regular issue of ten years 
back. These have shown up in large num- 
bers in England and are so clever that 
they are really collectors’ items. The man- 
ufacture of these is perfect except for the 
perforation which is 1212 instead of 11, 
and when the real item is placed along- 
side the bogus one, the pair really make a 
collector’s museum piece, and have been 
bringing two dollars apiece from certain 
dealers who cater to the collector that 
specializes in phonies, freaks, etc. 

Then there is a crude issue made in 


Japan of the World’s Columbian Fair Is- 
sue—oniginials of which the supply is away 
behind the demand and the dollar values 
are going up in price right along. This 
whole set is so poorly executed that it’s 
known as rubbish at first sight until you 
get to the five dollar value and here you 
have one of the cleverest forgeries that 
exist: color, paper, perfs, etc., are perfect 
and this item is dangerous. One salvation 
Tor the collector is that a real copy of the 
original $5.00 value costs real money and 
a stamip of that value is usually gotten 
through a reliable dealer. If you are ever 
offered a mint copy of this item at a bar- 
gain, look before you leap. Cancelled cop- 
ies do not exist as far as this writer 
knows. 

Counterfeits are not tne only items that 
are dangerous. Some of those copies with 
the design just touching the ‘perfs are 
nothing but just straight edged items that 
have been privately perforated. One U. 
S. dealer has just recently run afoul of 
the law on this point. He advertised for 
stamps stressing that straight edges would 
be taken, also. This dealer accepted 
stamps with a single straight edge at a 
low part of catalog value and made some 
nice perforated all around items, but 
came to grief when he overprinted these 
stamips for the Canal Zone. This same 
dealer sought for stamps from corners of 
the sheets for these already had two 
straight edges with nice wide margins and 
thus lent themselves admirably for im- 
perforate material. That’s why it’s never 
safe to judge an imperf. stamp without 
expert adivice. That is also the reason why 
a col stamp should be in a pair to be 
sure you are getting the real thing and 
even then in a high priced item it’s nice 
er have some expertising done before you 

uy. 

The writer is safe in stating that prac- 
tically every country's stamps have been 
tampered with at some time or other. My 
collection of counterfeits has grown of 
late until I have a full volume and am 
still a piker,, as a well-known firm in 
New York have a reference collection of 
thirty volumes of these counterfeits. 
Amongst the outstanding makers of 
counterfeits there comes to mind the 
name M. Fournier. Readers wishing some 
of his counterfeits can get in touch with 
me for further information. His work on 
the Peace and Commerce type of 19th 
Century French Colonials are interesting, 
indeed. Not one collector in a hundred 
can tell them from the genuine. In fact 
Fournier prided himself as being known 
as the Master Forger of Postage Stamps of 
the World. Some of his early classics are 
indeed clever. Swiss  cantonals, Luxem- 
bourg and Romania early issues must be 
viewed with a little discretion, especially 
in the older world collections. 

Lest readers be frightened, let me state 
that your chances for running into a 
counterfeit stamp are not very good at 
present, as they were mostly made in for-

eign countries and the war has put an 
end to their showing up. However, cheap 
foreign mixtures and packets used to be 
“salted” with an item or two as bait. One 
Hungarian overprint that I know of was 
forged by the thousands and thousands. 
It catalogued but a few cents but it was 
needed to fill out foreign sets. It’s missing 
today in most collections. There were not 
enough to go around and a ready made 
market was created for the forg=r. The 
German overprints of former German Col- 
onies in the Pacific and in Africa too have 
been given the works. And the way they 
fake postmarks to help disguise these 
pieces of tripe fools no one either. 

AM in all, as fakes and forgeries go, 
British North America has been bothered 
with them less by comparison than a lot 
of countries that this writer knows. Prob- 
ably that's one reason for the popularity 
of B.N.A. 

When collectors are not sure of their 
countries, due to a lot of fakes, they just 
lay off that country. Perhaps four or five 
South American countries are a good ex- 
ample of this. Mr. Seebeck, the maker of 
.the famous Seebecks, fixed these countries 
for a long time to come.

DOINGS AT WINDSOR CLUB 


The Windsor Stamp Collectors’ Club re- 
porter gives herewith a brief outline of 
some of their meetings. 

First a committee contacted the differ- 
ent members to speak on a specific sub- 
ject on a definite date. A mimeographed 
bulletin was then prepared listing the 
subjects, speaker and dates and mailed 
to each member; also an invitation was 
given to each to participate in a round 
table discussion and bring any material 
in connection with the subject of the 
evening. The results from these meetings 
were high. 


The first subject, on “Stammless Cov-

ers”, by I. J. DeLisle, whose knowledge of 
early postal history of the district is con- 
siderable, was cancelled owing to Mr. De- 
Lisle being ill. In place of this subject 
the President, Harry Bass, spoke on ''Stor- 
ies of Stamps”. Actual copies of the 
stamps were passed around at the meeting 
on mounted sheets, among which were: 
the famous “Serbian Death Mask” set, 
forgeries of cheap stamps and stamps of 
the mythical kingdom o “fPediang’’. These 
and many more were covered. 


The next meeting was taken by Harry 
Reader, who spoke on “Canadian Reven- 
ues”, and opened his subject by exhibit- 
ing copies of the first revenue stamps of 
Great Britain, dating back to the 17th 
century, and presented some interesting 
facts from bygone years. Then came 
pages of assortments, Health Tax, Social 
Credit, Gas Inspection, Medicine Stamps, 
etc. papers, perforations, errors, imperfs, 
etc., for one of the club’s best meetings. 

An evening was given over to a talk on 
"Paper", given by Harry Bass who spoke 
from personal experience gained in a visit 
to a paper plant, and other members 
brought copies of stamps on wove, laid, 
pelure, thin, etc. Watermarks were dis- 
cussed and samples shown. This talk, and 
discussion by the mem/íbers certainly con- 
tributed a wealth of information. 

At a following meeting the next subject 
was “Canadian Varieties’ by Leo Gold- 
man. A total of 40 sheets, about 12 by 14 
inches were prepared to illustrate each 
variety. The stamp containing the variety 
was mounted on the sheet, also an  en- 
largement (about 24 times) of the section 
shown the variety, drawn by hand in the 
same colour as the stamp. Since Mr. Gold- 
man is a draughtsman his work was of a 
professional standard and the  enlarge- 
ments vividly portrayed accurately each 
variety.

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MONEY LETTERS 


I read with considerable interest 
in “Stamps” of recent date the re- 
view by F. Walter Pollock in “Can- 
ada ‘Corner’ of the “Three Penny 
Beaver”, a brochure recently issued 
by Wilfred Sprung of Ottawa. I un- 
derstand that this is the first attempt 
iby Sprung ina difficult field and 
from what I learn his twenty page 
pamphlet has been distributed entire- 
ly at his own expense. This is all to 
the good and the author is deserving 
of every encouragement. 

For my own part, 
patience with Canadian specialists 
who hoard their information and 
sometimes carry it to their graves, 
rather than risk their reputation in 
an article on some branch of  Can- 
adian philately in which they might 
hazard an incorrect opinion on some 
minor point. 

Sprunsg's mention of “Money Letters” 
occupies just one sentence in his book- 
let. Pollock goes to some denzth to dis- 
credit Sprung’s opinion on the same sub- 
ject. 

Early Canadian covers bearing the des- 
ignation “Money Letter” are very scarce 
in either manuscript or type-set mark so 
that any final judgment in the exact 
meaning of the mark is difficult. How- 
ever . . . here's my offering on “Money 
Letters" and I venture to suggest that 
Sprung is not all wrong nor is Pollock 
anywhere nearly all right. 

Pollock quotes Sprung (incorrectiy) as 
saying “the marking MONEY LETTER did 
not mean that the letter contained mon- 
ey". What Sprung actually says is that 
this marking “did not NECESSARILY 
mean that the letter contained money". 
The omission by Pollock of the word 
“necessarily” gives quite a different 
meaning. Sprung concludes his statement 
by asserting that the mark “Money Let- 
ter” means “that postage had been paid

in money”. Pollock takes violent exception 
to this latter statement. But — perhaps 
Sprung is not so far wrong after &il. 

"Money Letters" in Canada were @ 
“hang-over” from a British practice that 
extended back into the 18th Century. 
There was no “Registration” fee for this 
service but “Money Letters” were entered 
in the records of the despatching office 
and cost the sender double the usual 
postal rates. This practice was extended 
to Canada in that period when our postal 
service was still under the control of 
Britain. 


In present practice a “Registered” letter 
does not necessarily mean that the letter 
contains money—more often it does not. 

Pollock suggests that the marking 
“Money Letter’ was an evasive way of 
escaping the “Registration” fee while en- 


; suring careful handling. This is obviously 


incorrect [because “Registration” did not 
come into official use in Canada till 1855, 
Most “Money Letters” existing were post- 
marked before this year. In fact the prac- 
tice was at least fifty years old by 1855. 

The mark “Money Letter” may be found 
on registered letters since 1855, probably 
for the same reason as the marks “Canada 
West” and “Canada East” are found on 
letters long after Upper Canada and Low- 
er Canada ceased to exist as such. 

As to Sprung's suggestion that the mark 
might mean that postage had been paid, 
I quote from Departmental Order No. 2 of

the “Post Office Department, Ottawa, 1st 
March, 1866" as follows:— 


“35. All letters containing a remit- 
tance on account of Public Revenue 
sent by any Postmaster in Canada to 
any Bank or Bank Agency; and all 
remittances or acknowledgements sent 
by a Bank or Bank Agency, on account 
of ¡Public Revenue, to any Postmaster 
In Canada, ARE TO PASS FREE 
THROUGH THE POST, as respects 
both postage and registration charge.” 


The capitals are mine. What is more 
logical that in view of above order the 
Postmaster should mark his letter “Money 
Letter” to draw to the attention of those 
handfing the letter that it did not require 
postage?
